What the Lever Act Is
and What It Provides

The Lever act is a moasure passed
by Cougress during the war to en-
courage the production, conserve the
supply and control the distribution of
food and fuel. It remning operative
until a formal promulgation of peace,

Under this act it is unlawful will-
fully to destroy any necessaries to
enhance their price, to make aAny un-
just or unreasonable charge for han-
dling or dealing in any Wiecessarion,
to conspire, combine, agree or ar-
ringe with other persons to restriet
the supply of any necessaries, to re-
strict distribution, to prevent, limit
or lessen production to advance the
price, or to exact excessive prices for
Any necessarios,

The maximum penalty for viola-
tion is $5000' fine or two years' im-
prisonment, or both,

GET LABOR ON FARMS
OR U. S. WILL SUFFER
IN A FOOL’S PARADISE

Secretary of Agriculture Ras-
mussen Warns of Serious Food
Shortage Impending

RAPS PROFLIGATE SPENDING
IN SPITE OF DANGER SIGNALS

Urges a Commission to Study
Problem—Says Our Troubles
Are Only Beginning

By GEORGE NOX McCAIN

Harrisburg, April 21.—"1I'm almost
afraid to say what I thiok.'

Professor Frederic Rasmussen, sec-
retary of agriculture, made this reply
to my question as to what he thought
of the food outlook.

“We are living in a fool's paradise,
The people are spendivg money right
and left for nonessentinlx and Juxuries,
We are getting poorer instead of richer,
fio matter how much money we may
have,

“Pennsylvanina alone this year. ac-
cording to the statistics in this depart-
ment, will nee 4,000,000 bushels
less wheat than she did ic 1019, Taking
the country over there will be propor-
tionate reductions in nearly every state.

“The United Htates Department of
Agriculture han jssued a warning that
a worldwide shortage of wheat is im-
minent. Our troubles are just in-
ning. BSuppose next year it should be
the same? There were 100,000 ecattle
sold last year by our farmers at less
than cost. They were compelled to feed
corn nt sixty-five cects per bushel that
could have been wold in the market for
l’ 50. Our dairy herds are diminish-
ng.

Harmful Effect of Strikes .

““The country has just emerged from
a railroad strike that paralyzed trans-
portation and created fear and unrest
everywhere. It was a strike in what is
called an essentinl industry. If there
were a country-wide walkout of miners
for n brief period there would be another
similar disturbacee of economic condi-
tions beenuse it, too, wounld affect not
only ane, but many essential industries.

“The careless and unthinking do not
realize that agriculture is the most im-
rortant, and by far the most essentinl,
ndustry in the United States. Over
33 per cent of the population is engaged
in it. The entire porulltlon is de-
pendent upon it for existence.

“In DPennsylvania today there are
81.000 farms that are undermanned. or
only partially operative, for want of
labor, Lack of sufficient help for three
or four weeks in seeding time alone
means milllons of dollars loss to the
state and diminished-<erops,

“A trapsportation or industrinl strike
comes with a rush and temporarily de-
moralizes conditions, It is different in

ulture. People hear of a shor
labor on the farms, but because it
is not impressed upon them with the
foree of an industrial walkout ar strike,
they do not appreciate the danger that
menas o4 them.

Danger Siguals Unheeded

““T'he efflects of a strike disappear in
few weeks; it requires years to recover
from agricultural dngumlon and fro
decimated herds and flocks. The people
are going on today, in spite of warn-
ings and danger signals, until the crash
comes and we awaken to discover that
the country is short of food with no
immedinte supply in sight,

“Tho sociology of such a labor con-
dition ns now prevails is in itself n
dangerous one, The labor of a farmer
ir not confined to a set period of hours.
He works anywhere from twelve to fif-
teen hours n day; longer than that at
certain seasons, When he sees other
men working fewer hours and at less
exacting labor, making big wages and
spending money right and left for lux-
uries and uvonessentials, he begins to
feel that he, too, should ease up: work
fewer hours by cutting down production
and cultivating only part of his farm.
Such u course lessems the food output
and curtails the production of necessi-
ties.

“But the farmer made money during
the war, did he not?'" 1 suggested,

“Graut thet, but did not every other
vlass of labor? As a result of she war
hundreds of thousands of young men
were taken from the farms, They have
returned from the war and have gone
into other industries, and the farmer is
unable to keep up his pre-war produc-
tion because he cannot compete with the
wages offered by them,

“There can be only one outcome
from such a condition, a food storage
covering perhaps a period of yvears,

*An instance that has recently come
under my personal obgervation,” I'ro-

fessor Ruasmussen went on, *‘js that of
n manufacturing plant in the western
purt of the state that sent its agents
into Dauphin county and offersd men
epgaged in ngriculture £7 to 88 a day.
Ax an awded attraction they wgreed to
pay them 81 a day for their time while
waiting toe be emled to their employ -

Customers Heard Man Upbraid

One week after she had opened a
restaurant to support herself, Mrs.
Caroline F, Avery was shot and killed
this morning by her estranged husband,
Frank Avery, who then shot himself,
perhaps fatally.

The donble shooting oceurred at 8:406
o'clock in the kitchen of the restaurant
at 1801 Arch street, Two shots were
fired, one bullet piercing the woman's
brain., She was dead when a patrolman
reached her a minuts Iater.

Husband and wife had been separated
for several weeks, according to other
lodgers at 1737 Arch street, where Mrs.
Avery had a room. Avery roomed at
3246 Chestnut streot,

Mra. Avery recently filed mnit for
divorce { nthis city, alleging eruel and
barbarous treatment. They had owned
the Chestnut street house, conducted as
a boarding place, but sold it several
weeks ago. The busband retained a
room there,

Mrs. Avery went to the Arch street
honse ons week ago. She rented a room,
and on the same day lensed part of the
first floor of 1801 Arch street, which
had been fitted up as a restaurant,

Quarreled With Wife

Avery called at the “eating place
several times in the last week, it is
said, and each time quarreled with his
wife, Several customers said they
heard him demanding money,

Avery this morning walked into the
place while his wife was in the kitchen,
[ Severnl customers were eating a late
breakfast in the outer room,

'uffing at a long, black cigar and with
his hands in his pockets Avery strode
back to the rear room ard confronted
his wife, who was alone,

Avery was bheard to upbraid the wom-
an, and then two shots rang out, Pa-

of Eigliteenth and Arch streets. He
ran to the restaurant and back to the
